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JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of the State. 


Resolved by the Legislature of West Virginia : 
1 The following is proposed as an amendment to the Consti- 
2 tution of this State to be added at the end of the first section 
3 of the third article thereof to become part of said constitu- 
4 tion when ratified according to the provisions thereof, namely: 
5 “No person who has held, or who may have heretofore held 
6 any office or appointment under the so-called Southern Con- 
T federacy or under any authority in hostility to the government 
8 of the United States, or of this State, or who has voluntarily 
9 borne, or who may hereafter voluntarily bear arms against the 
10 government of the United States, or of this State, or who has 
11 given, or who may hereafter give aid or comfort to any person 
12 in rebellion against the government of the United States,for 
13 of this State, shall be deemed a citizen of this State, for {be 


14 allowed to vote at any election held therein.” 


SENATE BILL NO. 2. 


A BILL PROVIDING FOR THE MACADAMI- 
ZING OF THE CLARKSBURG AND BUCK- 
HANNON TURNPIKE. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia: 
1 1. The sum of Fifteen Hundred Dollars is 
2 hereby appropriated out of any moncy in the 
3 treasury, not otherwise appropriated, for the pur- | 
+ pose of Macadamizing the Clarksburg aud Buck- 
5 hannon Turnpike. 

1 2. The Macadamizing of said road shall be let 
2 out to the lowest bidder, and the money to be 
3 drawn from the treasury as the work progresses ; 
4 all of which is to be under the direction of the 


5 Board of Public Works. 


SENATE BILL No. 3. 

A BILL MAKING AN APPROPRIATION FOR 
THE PAYMENT OF MONEY DRAWN BY 
THE EXECUTIVE OF THIS STATE FROM 
THE NORTHWESTERN BANK OF VIRGI- 
NIA AND THE MERCHANTS AND ME- 
CHANICSY’ BANK OF WHEELING. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia: 
1 1. Twenty-nine Thousand Two Hundred and 
2 Sixty-four Dollars and Eight Cents, be hereby 
3 appropriated for the payment of that amount 
4 drawn by the Executive of this State from the 

5 Northwestern Bank of Virginia and the Mer- 
6 chants and Mechanics’ Bank of Wheeling, and 
7 expended by him for the payment of the Mili- 
8 tary Companies organized for the protection of 
9 the Border Counties of the State, for the Hos- 

10 pital for Insane at Weston, and for other pur- 


ll poses. 


SENATE BILL No. 5. 


A BILL TO PROVIDE FOR THE APPOINT- 


MENT OF SHERIFFS IN CERTAIN UNOR- 
GANIZED COUNTIES. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia: 


l 


l. The Circuit Judge of the Fifth Circuit 
may appoint a Sheriff for the county of Poca- 
hontas; and the Judge of the Seventh Circuit 
may appoint Sheriffs for the counties of Green- 
brier, Monroe, Mercer, McDowell and Nicholas; 
who shall hold their offices and perform ail the 
duties thereof until Sheriffs are elected by the 
people and qualified according to law, for such 
counties respectively. Bonds shall be given by 
any Sheriff so appointed, in such penalty as the 
Judge appointing him may prescribe, or it may 
be dispensed with if he shall so order. 


2. Any Sheriff appointed under this Act who 


2 shall perform any services, shall receive double 


3 the compensation now allowed by law for simi- 


4 lar services. 


SENATE BILL No. 6. 


A BILL in relation to Lands delinquent for 1860. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia:

1. It shall be the duty of the recorders of the several coun- 
ties of this State, within sixty days from the passage of this 
act, to certify to the auditor, copies of the lists of delinquent 
lands returned by the sheriffs of their respective counties for 
the year eighteen hundred and sixty, which copies shall be 
received and filed by the auditor in his office. If any recorder 


fail to do so, be shall be fined not exceeding one hundred

2. Any redemption of any lands returned delinquent for the 
year ecizhteen hundred and sixty, heretofore made, by the pay- 
ment of the taxes and interest due thereon to the auditor, shall 


be as valid and effective as if copies of the delinquent lists had

SENATE BILL No. 7. 


A BILL authorizing the Boards of Supervisors of 
the several Counties of the State to appoint 
Township Collectors. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia: 
1 1. It shall be lawful for the boards of supervisors of the 
2 several counties of this State to appoint collectors in any or all 
3 of the townships thereof, whenever, in their opinion, the public 


4 interest would be thereby promoted, for the collection of all

levies made for the payment of bounties to ard for the suppert 
6 of the families of living and deceased soldiers in their respec- 
T tive counties, who have heretofore and who may hereafter vel- 
8 unteer in the service of the United States, and for the collection

1 2. Such collectors may be appointed for the collection of any 
2 such levies, whether heretofore or hereafter made, provided the 
3 same have not been actually placed in the hands of the sheriff 
4 or other collector of the county for collection. 


1 3. The collectors appointed by virtue of this act. shall faith-

fully collect and pay over to the county treasurer all money

SENATE BILL No. 8&8.

4 priated; that being the amount of a judgment, with interest 
5 and cost, obtained in the circuit court of Upshur county, by 
— 6 Jacob B. Reger against the said John B. Shreve, for making or 
T repairing a bridge on the So and Parkersburg turnpike

“3. Itshall be the duty of every circuit court to ap- 
point some proper person a commissioner for the seve- 
ral counties of his circuit, to take possession of, collect 
and administer the estate of such enemy situated with- 
in said circuit, pursuant to this act. And of the ap- 
pointment of every such commissioner notice shall be 
given by the clerk of the court of the county from 
which such appointee is selected, by publishing the or- 
der of appointment in some public weekly newspaper 
in or nearest to the said circuit 'for one month succes- 
sively.

He may 
convey any such real estate, but no sale or conveyance 
thereof shallbe valid, until reported to and confirmed by 
said court. The conveyance of real estate by a commis- 
sioner appointed and qualified as aforesaid, shall, when 
confirmed by the court who appointed him, pass to the 
grantee all the right, title and interest therein of the 
enemy of the State; and such conveyance shall not be 
impeached or invalidated by reason merely of any ir- 
regularity of proceeding.” 

9. The court which appointed said commissioner, 
may at any time for good cause shown, revoke such or- 
der and annul the authority of the commissioner; but 
such order, until so revoked, shall be deemed valid to 
all intents and purposes, and no conveyance or sale 
BONA FIDE made shall be invalidated by any subsequent 


revocation of the authority of the commissioner.” 


SENATE BILL No. 12. 
A BILL for the better organization of State Guards. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia: 
1 1. The Governor is hereby authorized to organize into com- 
2 panies and battalions for the term of one year, unless sooner 
3 discharged, such number of State Guardsas he may deem 
4 necessary for the protection of the State against guerrillas. 
1 2. Each company shall consist of such number of men as the 
2 Governor may deem expedient. 
1 3. Hach company shall be entitled to one captain (and if it 
2 consists of not Jess than thirty men, rank and file, shall have 
3 one second lieutenant), two sergeants and four corporals. 
1 4. The State is hereby divided into three military divisions, 
2 as follows: | 
3 First, “ The Western Division ” to consist of that part of the 
4 State south of the Great Kanawha river and east of New river 
5 so as to include Monroe county. 
6 Second, “ The Easterp Division,” to consist of that part of 
T the State east of the Allegheny Mountains. 
8 Third, “The Middle Division” to consist or all the State

5. Each of the foregoing divisions shall be under the com- 
mand of an officer whose rank shall be that of major of infantry, 
and commissioned by the Governor. He shall have full con- 
trol of all the State Guards within his division, and shall be 
subject only to the order of the Governor, who shali, when- 
ever he may deem it necessary, order the guards of the several 
divisions to the mutual assistance of each other, and in such 
case shall designate the officer who shall command the whole. 

6. Hach division shall also be entitled to one adjutant, com- 
missioned by the Governor, with the rank and pay of captain, 
who shall have command of the division in the absence of the 
major. 

7. Commandants of companies shall report on the last day 
of each month, as follows: 

To the Adjutant General of the State, through the major 
commanding the division, a full and complete report of the 
condition of their respective companies, giving the number of 
men present for duty, number sick, and number absent, with 
authority for such absence, the amount of ammunition on hand, 
with a full history of the marches, battles and skirmishes in 
which the company has been engaged, and the number of pris- 
oners captured during the month. 


To the Quartermaster General of the State, through the ma-

jor commanding the division, the kind and quantity of proper- 
ty captured from the enemy during the month. 

8. The Governor may require, in addition to the above, such 
other returns and reports from commandants of companies and 
divisions as he may deem proper. 

9. The officers and men herein provided for, shall be subject 
to the articles and regulations for the government of the 
armies of the United States. 

10. Property captured from the enemy by the several com- 
panies shall be turned over by the commandants thereof, to 
the major commanding the division, who shall dispose of the 
same for the benefit of the State, in such manner as the Gover- 
nor may direct. 

11. The guards herein provided for shall receive the same 
pay, clothing and rations as infantry in the service of the Uni- 
ted States. And the pay of the officers herein named shall be 
as follows : 

A major shall receive, per month, one hundred and twenty 
dollars. 

A captain shall receive per month, eighty dollars. 

A second lieutenant shall receive per month, fifty dollars. 

And such officers shall receive no other pay nor allowances 


for their services.

SENATE BILL No. 14. 


A BILL to provide for the sale of certain lands 


for the benefit of the School Fund. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia:

1. The assessors for all counties in this State, which 
are now ‘organized, shall within four months from the 
passage of this act, and the assessors for all the coun- 
ties not now organized, shall within the same period 


from the time assessors may be elected and qualified 


for such unorganized counties, furnish to the recorders 


of their respective counties, any lists or copies thereof 
which may come to their possession, of all real estate 
purchased by any sheriff or collector on behalf of the 
Commonwealth of Virginia, in the year 1860, for taxes 
due thereon. It shall be the duty of all recorders to 
whom such lists or copies thereof, may be delivered, or 
into whose possession they may otherwise come, to se- 


cure and carefully file and preserve the same in their 


offices. Every recorder shall within sixty days from 


the time such list or copy thereof comes into his pos-

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session make out a copy thereof, properly certified by 
such rocorder, and when so made and certified shall be 
sent by him to the auditor. The auditor shall receive 
all such copies which appear to be properly certified and 
file and preserve the same in his office. 

2. All lands in this State heretofore vested in the 
State of Virginia by forfeiture or by purchase at the 
Sheriffs sales for delinquent taxes and not released or 
exonerated by the laws thereof, or by the operation of 
the seventh section of the ninth article of the consti- 
tution of this State may be redeemed by the former 
owners by payment into the treasury of this State upon 
the certificate of the auditor, of the amount of taxes 
and damages due thereon at the time of such redem- 
tion, on or before the twentieth day of June 1868. 

5, All waste and unappropriated lands within this 
State, and all mines and mining privileges of lands un- 


derlying the bed of the Ohio River, within this State, 


and all lands in this State heretofore vested in the State 
of Virginia by forfeiture or by purchase at the Sheriffs

4. It shall be the duty of the circuit court of each 
county of this State from time to time to appoint a com- 
missioner, or commissioners, to be styled the Commis- 
sioner of School Funds whose duty it shall be to ascer- 
tain and report to said courts the quantity of lands in 
his county subject to sale according to the preceding 
section, designating particularly the number of tracts 
and the quantity contained in each tract, and also the 
local situation and the probable value of each tract, to- 
gether with all the information which he may be en- 
abled to procure in relation to the state of the title to 
said lands. 

5. Upon the return of said commissioner it shall be 
the duty of the said courts, by orders entered of record 
to direct the said commissioner to make sale of said 
lands, or of the mines and mining privileges of such of 
them as underlie the bed of the Ohio River, in the same 


manner, in all respects, as in the case of other lands di- 


rected to be sold under decrees of said courts ; Provid-

ed that no such sale shall be made elsewhere than at 
the court-house of the county in which the land direct- 
ed to be sold is situated, on some court day for such 
county, nor unless public notice of the time and place 
of sale shall have beed published in some newspaper 
nearest the place of sale, and posted at the door of the 
saidcourt-house and at leastfour of the most public places 
in said county, forthirty days next preceeding said sale. 
The said courts are also empowered and authorized, in 
all cases, to direct such surveys and divisions of said 
jands as may be deemed necessary and expedient to 
promote the advantageous sales of said lands or the 
mines and mining privileges thereof, the expenses of 
which surveys shall be reported to the courts aforesaid, 
and be paid out of the proceeds of the sales of said 
lands.

any such lands shall be executed unless the surveyor 
will consent to receive his compensation for his servi-

SENATE BILL No. 15. 


A BILL requiring the Banks in the State to pay 
their issues in legal tender money of the United 
States. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia: 


1 1. The several banks in this State shall, from and after the

first day of March, 1865, pay all demands against them in legal 
3 tender money of the United States, when demanded; provided, 

4 that after the day herein fixed, the said banks shall not be 
5 compelled to pay said legal tender money for any notes held 
6 by or due to any other bank or banking company which does 
T not redeem its own notes and pay its deposits, when demanded, 
8 in the legal tender nra the United States. | 
1 2. Ifany note, bill or check for money due from any bank 
2 be presented for payment, after the said first day of March, 
8 1865, within the usual business hours at the bank or office 
4 where payable, and be not paid in legal tender money of the 

5 United States, when so presented, the party presenting the 
7 same may, on motion or by warrant, (according to the amount,) 
8 recover from the bank the amount of such bill, note or check, 
9 with interest thereon at the rate of twelve per centum per an- 

10 num from the time of such failure until paid. 

1 3. Every bank failing to redeem as directed in the first sec- 


2 tion of this act, shall forfeit and pay to the State one-half of

one per cent. upon its capital stock on the first day of March, 
4 1865, and shali also forfeit and pay to the State one-half of - 
5 one per cent. on its capital stock for each preceding month, 
6 commencing with the said first day of March, 1865, or from 
T the date of their charter, if chartered after that date. The 
8 same shall be paid into the public treasury, upon the warrant 
9 of the auditor, and be applied to the support of free schools. 
10 +. Every bank, for any violation or refusal to comply with 
11 the provisions of the third section of this act, shall be lable to 
12 pay a sum not less than three nor more than six per centum on 
13 its capital stock, to be recovered by suit or information in any 
14 circuit court in the county in which said bank may be located. 
15 The sum thus recovered to be applied, after the payment of 
16 costs, in like manner and for the purposes named in the third 
17 section of this act. And it shall be the duty of the prosecu- 
18 ting attorney of the county, in which the bank violating or re- 
19 fusing to obey the provisions of the third section of this act 
20 may be located, to institute proceedings against such bank upon 
21 information given him by two freeholders of the State of such 
22 violation or refusal, and for prosecuting said proceedings he

4. From, and after thirty days from the passage of this act 
no contract or obligation entered into with any such person as

A BILL to provide Free Schools for the City of

1. The city of Wheeling and parts of townships connected 
therewith shall constitute but one school district ; and the board 
of education thereof shall consist of two commissioners from 
each township 'of the district, elected by the qualified voters 
thereof, by ballot, at an election held at some public school- 
house of the township, on the fourth Saturday of May, said 
election to be conducted by judges appointed by the board of 
education. But the first election of commissioners in the town- 
ship of Madison shall be conducted by the present school com- 
missioner of the second ward of the city of Wheeling; and 
the first election in each of the other townships of said district 
shall be conducted by the present school commissioner of the 
city ward contained therein. Notice of the elections provided 
for in this section shall be published for at least ten days pre- 
vious, in some daily newspaper circulated in the said district. 

2. The first election of commissioners for said district shall 
take place on the fourth Saturday of May next, succeeding 
the passage of this act, and the commissioners then elected . 
shall qualify according to law, and shall enter upon:the duties 
of their offices on the first day of July next after their elec- 


tion.

Of the two commissioners first elected for each of the town-

9 number of votes shall hold his office for the term of two years, 
10 and the other shall hold his office for the term of one year ; 
11 Of the two commissioners first elected for each of the town-

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boards of education of the several townships by the “ Act pro- 
viding forthe establishment of a system of free schools, passed 
December 10, 1863, except so far.as shall be otherwise provi- 
ded in thisact. The said board shall, at their first meeting, 
elect one of their number clerk, who shall perform all the duties 
which are devolved by the last mentioned act upon clerks of 
townshIps as secretaries of boards;of education, but shall not 
in consequence of being clerk be deprived of his right to 
vote upon any question pending before the board. Wherever 
the word “township ° occurs in the act above mentioned, it 
shall be construed to mean “school district? whenever neces- 
sary to give effect to the provision of thisact. The treasurer 
of Ohio county shall be the treasurer of all the funds for 
school purposes belonging to the school district of Wheeling, 
and he shall conform to all the requirements made of township 
treasurers in regard to funds for school purposes. 

Said board of education may hold stated meetings at such 
times as they may appoint, cight members of said board at all 
mectings thereof constituting a quorum for business; and spe- 
cial meetings thereof may be called by their president, or at the 
request of two members, by the clerk, on giving one day’s 
notice of the time and place of the same. 

It shall be the duty of said board to establish in said district 
an adequate number of primary schools, in which the rudiments 
of education shall be taught, and, for this purpose, they shall 
divide the said district into sub-divisions, establishing a school 


for each, and shall alter the boundaries of such sub-divisions

as often as shall be necessary, so that the number of children 
belonging to each primary school shall not be léss than forty 
nor more than eighty, for any considerable length of time ; and 
it shall be the further duty of said board to divide the said 
district into three sub-districts, each including certain designa- 


ted sub-divisions, and to establish in each of said sub-districts 


a grammar school to be so located as best to accommodate the 
inhabitants thereof, in which shall be taught such of the com- 
mon branches of education, and to such extent as the said board 
shall prescribe ; and it shall be the further duty of said board 
to establish a central high school, in which shall be taught 


Algebra, Geometry, Natural Philosophy, Chemistry, Physiol- 


> ogy, with such other branches of Mathematics or Natural Sci- 


ences, or Literature, as the board may determine, including such 
as may be neceosary for the admission of pupils to the colleges 
of this or neighboring States. 


4. Admission to the various schools in this system shall be 


gratuitous to all white children, wards and apprentices of ac- 


tual residents in said district between the ages of six and

twenty-one years, and the board of education shall have power 
to admit to said schools other pupils not under the age of six 


years upon such terms or upon the payment of such tuition as 


T they may prescribe, provided that no pupil shall be admitted 


to the grammar schools who fails to sustain a thorough exami- 
nation in the studies of the primary schools, and no pupil shall 


be admitted to the high school who fails to sustain a thorough 
examination in the various studies of the grammar schools, and 


provided further that the said board shall have power to make

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tendance would be dangerous to the health or detrimental to 
the morals or discipline of the school. 

5. Said board shall have power to make all necessary rules 
and regulations for the government of said schools, for the ad- 
mission of pupils therein, and for the examination that pupils 
must pass preparatory to admission into the schools of higher 
grade than the primary; to purchase all necessary stationery, 
text books and books of reference for the use of teachers and 
indigent children and to incur all other expenses necessary to 
make the system efficient for the purposes for which it is estab- 
lished and to pay the same from the school funds of said dis- 
trict. 

6. The board of education of said school district shall, an- 
nually, at their first meeting in July, or at the same meeting 
adjourned elect a Superintendent of schools of the district of 
Wheeling and fix his salary. It shall be the duty of said 
Superintendent to organize the various schools of said district; 
to examine and appoint the teachers subject to the approval or 
disapproval of the board; to recommend to said board for 
their adoption a course of study and suitable text books to be 
used in the shools, and to suggest such changes in the same as 
may from time to time bedesirable. He shall issue tickets of 
admission to the various schools, to such as are entitled thereto 
at such times as the board may prescribe, and examine pupils 
at stated times for promotion to the grammar and high schools. 


He shall conduct the meetings of teachers to be held according 


to the provisions of the fifty-first section of the general school 
law passed December 10th 1863. He shall perform in and 
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for the school district of Wheeling all the duties which in the 
general school law of the State are devolved on county Super- 
intendents, so far as they are not inconsistant with or super- 
ceded by the provisions of this act. Heshall annuallyin the 
month of July make a report to the board in detail of the 
condition of the schools in said district, including the atten- 
dance and progress of the pupils, the success of the teachers, 
the method and result of his examination of the schools, the 
character and condition of the school houses, apparatus, &c., 
and such other matters as he shall deem necessary to present 
an intelligible view of the condition and workings of the 
schools. 

T. The provisions of the general school lawin regard to 
county superintendents shall be held applicable in Ohio Coun- 
ty only to the schools of those townships not included in the 
school district of “Wheeling. 

8. The State Superintendent in his report to the auditor 


shall specify separately the results of enumerations of youth 
in the school district of Wheeling and in the remainder of the 
county. And the auditor in apportioning money for school 
purposes shall apportion to the school district of Wheeling and 
the rest of the county separately, according to their respective 
numbers of youth as shown in the list furnished him by the 
State Superintendent. 

9. At the annual meeting of any of the townships included 
within the said school district, the qualified voters present, on 
levying taxes for school purposes as provided in the thirty- 
ninth section of the general school law passed December 10th 


1868, may by a majority vote appropriate the avails of such

taxes to be expended within their respective ene for any 
of the following named purposes, to wit: 

For the establishment and maintinance of night schools 
for the benefit of such youth of their township as are not able 
to attend the day schools. 

For providing instruction in the free schools of their town- 
ship in the German language, linear and perspective drawing, 
vocal music or other studies not included in the regular course 


of study prescribe by the board, but approved of by said 


5 board and to be under the supervision and management of the 


Superintendent of the schools. 

For extra furniture or apparatus for scientific illustration or 
gymnastic purposes, for libraries, books of reference, maps or 
charts for the use of said schools, for introducing superior 
methods of ventilation or furnishing bells for the school houses. 


For pictures, busts or other works of art for the adornment 


2 of the school rooms. 


For the embellishment of the school grounds with shade 
trees, shrubbery, &c. 

10. It shall be the duty of the board of education {to deter- 
mine at their annual meeting in the month of July, as near as 
practicable, the amount of money necessary in addition to all 
other available funds to continue the schools of the district 
term not less than nine school months, and they shall cause 
such amount to be assessed on all the taxable property of the 
district, and the same shall be levied and collected by the same 
officers and in the same manner as county levies are made and 
collected and shall be paid over to the treasyrer of Ohio 
County under the conditions prescribed in the fortieth and 
forty-first sections of the general school law as modified in this 


act. 
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The collecting officer for collecting and paying over the 
taxes to be assessed by said board of education shall be entitl- 
ed to receive a commission of three per cent upon the amount 
collected and no more. 

11. All parcels of land within the school district of Wheel- 
ing which have been heretofore conveyed to the school com- 
missioners of the city of Wheeling, or the school commissioners 

“of Ohio county, as sites for public schools and all real and per- 
sonal property held by either of said boards ofschool commis- 
sioners for school purposes, within said district shall be deemed 
to be vested in the board of education of the school district of 


Wheeling. 


12. The present clerk of school commissioners of the city 
of Wheeling shall,on or before the first day of July of the 
present year, examine the accounts of moneys received and ex- 
pended by the present and the late sheriffs of Ohio County for 
school purposes, comparing them with the appropriations which 
have from time to time been made by said commissioners and 
also with the vouchers which may be exhibited by said sheriffs, 
andishall certify the amount of any ballances which may be 


found due to the shools within said district to the superinten- 
dent of schools of said district as soon as he shall have been 
elected. And the said sheriffs are hereby authorized and re- 
quired to pay over such amounts to the treasurer of Ohio 
County on the order of said superintendent, said order to be 


issued on the same conditions as are prescribed in the general 


Ð school law for the payment of school funds to township 


treasurers. 


SENATE BILL No. 18. 


A BILL to authorize the Release of Mortages, 
Deeds of Trust, and other Recorded Liens. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia: 
1 1. That from and after the passage of this act, it shall be 
2 the duty of the several recorders in this State, to leave in the 
3 margin of the record of each and every deed of mortgage, 
4 deed of trust given for securing the payment of money, or 
5 other thing, or for the indemnity of any surety, and of deeds

8 ments on any lien docket, or any proceeding by which any lien 
9 issought to be obtained on real estate, sufficient biank space

3. That the recorder of each county, shall record the satis- 
faction, or receipt, if entered on the mortgage, deed of trust, 
or conveyance reserving a lien for the purchase money, in the 
space so left on the record for that purpose, or when the same 
ig not so entered on the original instrument, the recorder shall 
permit the said mortgagee, cestuy que trust, the grantor of any 
deed reserving a lien for the purchase money, or his personal 
representatives or assigns, to enter the said receipt or satisfac- 
tion in the said space so left as aforesaid, and when so entered 
and recorded, shall have the same force and effect as a deed of 
release, and when there shall not be any such space left on the 
margin, the same may be entered on the reeord by the recorder, 


or the party entitled to release the same, and for the entering 


and recording such receipts or satisfactions, and each of them, 
the recorder shall receive thesum of fifty cents, and no more, 


and there shall be no tax charged on the same.

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4. It shall be the duty of the party so receiving the money 
so secured by atan deed of trust, reserved lien for the 
purchase money for the sale of realestate, judgment liens, and 
liens of every description, or shall have received satisfaction 
of the performance of any conditions mentioned in a mortgage 
or deed of trust, their personal representatives or assigns, to 
enter such payment or satisfaction upon the records as afore- 
said mentioned, whether the same shall have been paid, satis- 
fied or performed heretofore, or may hereafter accrue to the 
parties. And such payment, satisfaction or performance shall, 
in like manner, ere dalie lien docket, whether of judg- 
ments, attachments, or otherwise, and the party causing said 
entries to be made, shall pay the recorder, or other proper ofti- 
cer, the fees for making said entries, and shall have the same, 
unless otherwise ordered, taxed against the party whose duty 
it shall be to have the said entries so made. 

5. Corporations may enter such receipt or satisfaction as 
aforesaid, by the president, or other officer thereof, entitled to 
receive the money so'decured to be paid, or to release any con- 
ditions in such instruments so recorded. 

6. It shall be the duty of trustees or commissioners, who may 


sell real estate, under any decree of court, or as trustee with-

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out any decree for such rule, to enter on the record of the 
mortgage or deed of trust, or other recorded lien, his sale of 
the same, and to whom sold. 

T. If upon request of the party entitled to such satisfac- 
tion, of the party entitled to make this, and upon refusal of 
such party to enter the same, and upon reasonable notice thereof, 
to such party so refusing, any court having jurisdiction, may 
order and direct the same to be done by the recorder, or other 
proper officer; for which service, and all other entries so 
directed to be made by the said recorder, he shall, for each of 
such entries, be entitled to the sum of fifty cents. 

8. Nothing in this act shall be construed as a declaration, 
that any deed of release heretofore made, or to be hereafter 


made, shall be held invalid.

A BILL to authorize the release of Mortgages, Deeds of Trust 


and other Recorded Liens.

The word “lien,” as used in this act, shall be held to 
apply to mortgages, deeds of trust to secure the payment of 
money or for other purposes, conveyances reserving liens for 
purchase money; judgments, ls pendens, and attachments 
docketed or recorded pursuant to the third, fourth and fifth 
sections of chanti one hundred and eighty-six of the Code of 
Virginia, second edition; and mechanics’ liens under the sec- 
ond section of chapter one hundred and nineteen of the said 
Code, or under any special act authorizing or regulating 
mechanics’ liens. And the word ‘‘lienor” to apply to the 
person, (not being a married woman or otherwise incapable in 
law of executing a valid release,) entitled to the benefit of such 
lien, or the money secured or intended to be secured thereby. 

2. The lienor may release any lien, to the benefit of which 
he is entitled, by a satisfaction piece signed by him, acknowl- 
edged by him before the recorder of the proper county or any 
person authorized by law to take acknowledgments of deeds, 


and admitted to record as hereinafter provided; but notning 
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contained in this act shall be construed to authorize the release 
or discharge of any lieu contrary to the provisions of the 
instrument under which the lienor claims his right, or when it 
is provided in such instrument that the person, for whose 
benefit it is intended, shall not release or discharge the same. 

8. The satisfaction peice shall be deemed sufficient if it 
describe the lien to be released by any words that will identify 
the same; and show an intent on the part of the lienor that 
such lien should be thereby released, discharged or deemed 
satisfied; and be signed, acknowledged and admitted to record 
as aforesad.

Upon presentation of said petition, the board of Super- 
visors, at a regular meeting, may appoint three or more view- 
ers, a majority of whom may act, who after having been sworn 
for the purpose, shall proceed to view the ground and report to 
the Board of Supervisors the conveniences and inconveniencies 
that will result as well to individuals, companies, or corporations 
as to the public, if such road be established or altered, whether 
any yard,’ garden, orchard, or any part thereof, will, in such 
case, have to be taken. They shall also report the grade, 
costs and any facts and circumstances in their opinion useful 
in enabling the board to determine the expediency of establish- 
ing, altering or vacating such road. They may examine other 
routes than that proposed for any road, and report in favor,of 
the one they prefer, with the reasons for their preference. 
Further, any person or persons, company, or corporations, 


having the ownership, or by lease, or in possession of lands 


_high or low, lakes, swamps, quarries, mines, or mineral beds 


that, by means of adjacent lands belonging to other persons 
or public highway, cannot be approached, worked, drained, or 
used in the ordinary manner „without crossing said lands and 
highways, may be authorized to establish roads, drains, ditches, 
railways or tunnels to said-places in accordance with the pro-

SENATE BILL NO. 34. 
A BILL for the support of the Poor. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia:

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1. All poor persons within this State, who are from any 
cause unable to support themselves, shall be supported as here- 
inafter provided. 

2, The poor person or some person for him must make appli- 
cation for relief to the overseer of the township where he may 
be; and if the overseer is satisfied that the poor person by or 


for whom such application is made, is in such a state of want 


5 as to require relief at the public expense, the overseer may for the

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time being, afford such relief as the necessities of the person 
may require, if the person have a legal settlement in the coun- 
ty, and shall report the same forthwith to the supervisor of the 
township, who is authorized to deny further aid to such person 


if he find cause; but a person shall not be deemed to have a

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therein for one year, and shall not then be deemed to have a 
legal settlement, if he has migrated into the State within three 
years, unless at the time of so migrating he was able to main- 
tain himself. 


3. When on such application an overseer refuses either pro-

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vision or assistance, the supervisor of the township may direct

the overseer to provide the same. 

+. On the complaint of an overseer of any township before a 
justice thereof, that any person has come into such township who 
is likely to become durai thereto, such justice may, by war- 
rant, cause such person to be removed to the township wherein 
he was last legally settled, if the same be without the county, 
unless he be so sick or disabled that he cannot be removed 
without danger of life; in which case he shall be provided for 


at the charge of the county wherein he is, and after his recov- 


ery shall be removed. 


o. The overseers of the county wherein such person was 
last legally settled, shall upon his being removed thereto, pro- 
vide for him and repay all the charges incurred for his main- 
tenance, care and removal. If he die before removal, they 
shall repay the charges for his burial and those incurred during 
his sickness. In case of their failure to comply with this sec- 
tion, complaint may be made before the circuit court of the 
county in which they reside, anda summons may be awarded 
against them; upon the return of which, executed on them, or 
or either of them circuit court may order them to provide for him 
and order repayment of the charges aforesaid, and compel obedi- 


ence to any such order by attachment or otherwise. 
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6. The overseers of the poor shall have decently interred 
the remains of such persons as may die within their several 
townships, who at the time of their death may not have posses- 
sed property sufficient to pay the expenses of such burial, and 
shall cause the necessary expenses of such burial to be paid 
out of the county treasury. 

T. Every overseer shall exert himself to prevent any person 
going about begging, or staying in any street or other place to 
beg. Every such person shall immediately be taken and se 
veyed to the-place of general reception for the poor of the 
county in which he may be found, if there be one, or if he 
have a legal settlement in another county of this State, he may 
be proceeded against according to the fourth section; or when 
he has migrated from another State, and has no legal settle- 
ment in this, the board of overseers may pase to be remov- 
ed to such other State. To carry into effect this section, an 


overseer may issue a warrant to a constable. 


8. The overseers of any county, or any one of them, may 
cause to be vaccinated with genuine vaccine matter, any per- 
sons in such county who are unable to pay the expense thereof, 
and the charge for so doing, shall be rendered in the annual 
report of the board, and levied for by the board of supervisors. 


9. Overseers of the poor for each county shall be elected, 
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vacancies filled, the duration of their term of office, the time 


of its commencement, and the mode of contesting their elec- 
tions, shall be as prescribed by the ‘act regulating elections 
by the people,” passed November thirteenth, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-three. The powers, duties and compensation of over- 
seers of the poor shall be such as are herein, or may be here- 
after prescribed by law. And for misconduct or neglect of 
duty, they shall be fined not less than ten nor more than fifty 
dollars, and may be removed from office by the board of super- 
yisors of the county, upon the report of the supervisor of their 
township, for repeated or continued neglect of duty, incompe- 


tence, misconduct in office, or removal from the-township for 


which they were elected. 

10. Before entering on the duties of his office, each overseer 
shall take the nines prescribed for officers of the State, and 
execute a bond in a penalty of— hundred dollars, with 
security, to be approved by the board of supervisors of his 
county, and deposited with the clerk of said board. Each 
overseer shall continue to perform the duties of his office, until 


his successor is elected and qualified. 


11. The overseers shall meet for organization on the 
day after their election. They shall appoint a president and 


clerk from their own number, and in the absence of the regu- 
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lar president or clerk, a president or clerk pro tempore may be 
appointed. 

12. Regular meetings of the board of overseers shall be held 
once every three months, at which meeting each overseer shall 
present a statement of his expenditures for the preceding three 
months ; a synopsis of which expenditures the clerk of the 
board shall submit to the board of supervisors, at their next 
regular meeting. 

13. Called meetings of the board may be held on the order 
of the president, or one-third of the overseers, upon giving to 
the others reasonable notice of the time and place cf such 
meeting. If at the time fixed for any meeting, a majority fail 
to attend, those present may adjourn to another day. Any 
overseer failing to attend any meeting of the board without 
sufficient excuse, shall forfeit two dollars. 

14. A full and complete record of the proceedings and 
accounts of the board, shall be entered in a book to be provided 


for that purpose, and the said proceedings shall be signed by 


the person presiding at the meeting at which they may have 
taken place. 


15. The overseers of the poor of each county, shall be a cor- 


2 poration by the name of the overseers of the poor of———county, 


3 and such, with the assent of the board of supervisors of said coun-

ty, may purchase a house, or houses and land, or may purchase 
lands and erect thereon a house or houses for the use of the 
poor, and sell and convey lands. They may provide, on any 
of their lands, stock and implements of husbandry, and use 
such houses and lands as a place of general reception for the

16. They may provide a poor-house, work-house, and other 
buildings and improvements ; employ managers, physicians, 
nurses and servants, and prescribe regulations for the manage- 
ment and good government of the same, having reference to 
the promotion of sobriety, morality and industry among the 
occupants. 

17. Any person to be provided for or assisted by an over- 
seer or overseers, in a county where there is a poor-house, shall 
not be kept at the expense of such county, at any place other 
than at such poor-house, except in extreme cases, and where 
such charge is likely to exist only for a short time, conforming i 

; Lo 
always to such regulations as may be prescribed under the pre- 
ceding section. All poor persons kept at the place of general 
reception, shall be required to perform such reasonable and 


moderate labor, as may be suited to their sex, age and bodily 


strength, the proceeds of which shall be appropriated to the

use of the poor, in such manner as the board of overseers may 


determine. 
18. The board of overseers shall have power to authorize 
the overseers in each township, to take the care of all, or a 


part, of the poor within their respective townships, and to 
make all needful rules and regulations for their government. 
And when an overseer shall under the second or third sections 
of this act or under any order of the board of overseers, pro- 
vide relief to any of the poor of his township, he shall draw 
his order for the amount of the allowance upon the clerk of 
the board of overseers as provided in section twenty-nine, and 
the clerk of the board of supervisors shall draw his order on 
the county treasurer for the same, if he finds upon examina- 
tion of the report of the overseers of the poor that said town- 
ship has a balance standing to its credit for that purpose. 

_ 19. The overseers of any county may appoint an agent or 
steward, who, before acting as such, shall execute a bond to 


said overseers, in such penalty, and with such sureties as the 


board may deem sufficient, conditioned for the faithful perform- 


5 ance of his agency. 


20. Such agent or steward, shall have charge of the poor- 
house, and shall keep for the board such money and property 


as it may authorize him to receive or have the care of, and dis- 
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pose of the same as it may direct. He shall, in the corporate 
name of the overseers, recover money or property for them, and 
defend proceedings against them; the board allowing the ex- 
penses of such prosecution or defence. He shall, at all times, 
be under the control, and governed by the rules aac 
tions of the board. He shall receive persons into the poor- 
house only on the order of an overseer, and shall enter in a 
book to be kept for the purpose, the name, age and date of re- 
ception of every such person, with the name of the overseer cn 
whose order he was admitted. 

21. Annually in April, or more frequently, if required, every 
agent and overseer shall render to the board, a correct account 
of his transactions, with proper vouchers, and pay according 
to its order, such balance as may be inhis hands. Any agent 


or overseer failing so to do, shall forfeit not less than thirty, 


nor more than one hundred dollars. 


22. The board of overseers shall cause the poor-house to be 
visited at least once a month by one of their number, who shall 
carefully examine the condition of the inmates, the manner in 
which they are treated and provided for; ascertain what labor 
they are required to perform, inspect the books and accounts 
of the agent or steward, and generally enquire into all matters 


pertaining to the poor-house, and report to the board. 
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23. The overseers of any county may move for and obtain 


2 judgment in the cırcuit court of such county, or before a jus- 
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tice thereof against an overseer or his representatives, or 
against any agent or other person and his securities, and his 
and their personal representatives, for such balance as inay be 
in the hands of, or be owing from such owner, agent or other 
person, with lawful interest thereon, and for dumages in addi- 


tion thereto, not exeeeding fifteen per centum. 


24. Every officer or other person appointed or employed by 
the board of overseers, shall hoid his office or enlora at 
its pleasure, and receive for his services, such compensation as 
the board of supervisors of the county may deem reasonable. 
The board of supervisors shall allow the overseers out of the 
county treasury such sum as it may deem reasonable for their 
services, not exceeding one dollar and a half for each day 


necessarily employed in the duties of their office. 


25. A report from the overseers of every county for the 
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year ending on the fifteenth day of June, shall be made by 
those in office on that day. The report shall set forth the 
number of persons provided for in that year, the name and age 
of each person, and the length of time and the place where each 


was provided for or assisted; the amount of money or other 
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things received by the overseers for the year, showing how 
much was expended at the place of general reception and how 
much for those supported or assisted elsewhere; the balance, if 
any, remaining in the hands or under the control of the over- 
seers; what amount, if any, they will require to pay the arrears 
of the past and meet expenditures for the ensuing year, and 
what will be the nature of those expenditures. It shall state 
whether any persons, and if any, who, were kept at work at 
the place of general reception, for what length of time and in 
what manner, whether in the workhouse or in tilling the land 
or otherwise, and may contain such remarks and suggestions 
as the overseers may deem pertinent. l 

26. The report shall be entered by the clerk of the board of 
overseers upon its records and a copy thereof signed by its 
president and attested by its clerx and filed in the office of the 
clerk of the board of supervisors of the county on or before the 
twentieth day of June following. In case such report be not 
made out, the president of the board of overseers shall forfeit 
fifty dollars; and in case a copy of said report be not so filed, 
the clerk shall forfeit thirty dollars. The president of the 
board of supervisors of the county shall immediately give in- 
formation of such failure to the prosecuting attorney, that he 


may proceed either against the clerk or the president. 
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27. The clerk of the board of supervisors shall lay such 


copy of said report before said board at its stated meeting in 
June, and the amount which, according to their report, the 
overseers will require, shall be chargable on the county, and 
the board of supervisors, when it orders the annual levy, shall 
provide for the aa amount. The amount so provided, shall 
be payable out of the proceeds of saa levy, and shall be col- 
lected by the sheriff or collecting officer of-the county, and the 
whole amount thereof paid by him into the county treasury, on 
or before the fifteenth day of December, in each year. 

28. The sheriff or collecting officer shall be allowed the same 
commission for coilean the tax for the support of the poor, 
as may be allowed him by the supervisors for collecting the 
county revenue, and shall be entitled to a credit for so much 
of said tax in his settlement for the county revenue, as shall 
appear by such settlement to have been by him lawfully return- 
ed delinquent. But such credit for commissions ang, delin- 
quents, shall not reduce the amount of money levied, collected 
and paid into the county treasury for the support of the poor, 
but shall be allowed him in his settlement for collecting the 
county revenue. 

29. The clerk of the board of overseers shall, after the fif- 


teenth day of December, upon the application of any person 
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to whom the board has made an allowance, which is at the 
time of such application payable, deliver to such person a cer- 
tificate, signed by him in his official capacity, stating the 
amount due, and the service or thing for which the same is 
due, as may appear from the record of the board. The person 
entitled thereto, shall present the said certificate to the clerk 
of the board of supervisors of the county, who, being satisfied 
that the same is correct from an examination of the copy of the 


report of the board of overseers, filed in his office, shall draw 
an order on the county treasurer for the amount thereof, which 
order shall be countersigned by the president of the board of 
sapere cies, and delivered to the person entitled thereto, and 
the treasurer of the county shall pay the same, and charge the 
amount thereof tothe county. The clerk of the board of super- 
visors shall file in his office the certificate of the clerk of the 
board of overseers. 

30, The overseer of the poor in each township may with 
the consent of the supervisor of the township, bind out as 
apprentices, the minor children of any poor person who has 
become chargeable in his township, to the county, as having a 
lawful settlement therein, or who is supported in whole or in 


part at the charge of the county, and also all minor children, 


who are of themselves chargeable to the county as having a 
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lawful settlement therein, or who are supported in whole or in 
part at the charge of the county. But no minor shall be bound 
under this act unless such minor shall have become chargeable 
as a pauper. 

31. Such children, whether under or over the age of four- 
teen years, may be bound, males to the age of twenty-one and 
females to the age of eighteen years, and provision shall be 
made in the contract for teaching such children reading, writing 
and common arithmetic, and for such other instruction, benefits 
and allowances, either within, or at the end,of their term of 
service or apprenticeship, as the overseer may think reasonable. 
The bond shall be signed by the overseer of the poor and by 
the master, and a copy thereof left by the overseer with the 
clerk of the township to be recorded by him and the original 
preserved by the overseer for tho use of the minor. 

82. All considerations of money or other thing paid or allow- 
ed by the master upon any contract of service or apprentice- 
ship, made in pursuance of this act, shall be paid or secured 
to the sole use of the minor thereby bound. 

33. The overseers or the poor shall enquire into the treat- 
ment of all children bound by them under this act, and all who 


shall have been bound by their predecessors in office, and de- 
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fend them from all cruelty, neglect and breach of contract on 
the part of their masters. 

34. In case of any misconduct or neglect on the part ot the 
master, to any apprentice bound under the provisions of this 
act, a complaint may be made in writing, by any person over 
twenty-one years of age, to the overseer of the poor, setting 
forth the facts and circumstances of the case; and i the over- 
seer is of opinion that the complaint is well founded, he shall 
file the same with a justice of the township ; or if cause of such 
complaint be known to the overseer, he shall make and file the 
same, and the justice, after having duly notified the master of 
such complaint, by giving said master at least ten days notice 
of the time and place, shall proceed to hear and determine 
the cause. 

do. After a full hearing of the parties, or of the complain- 
ant alone, if the master shall neglect or decline to appear, the 
justice may render a judgment that the apprentice or servant 
be discharged from his apprenticeship or service, and for the 
costs of the suit against the master, and may issue execution 
for the same. 

86. Ifthe complaint shall not be maintained, and it shall 
appear to the satisfaction of the justice, that the complaint was

of the United States, or from other sources, for the purpose 
of carrying on the object of this act, and to pledge the prop- 
erty of the company for the payment of the same and the 
interest that may accrue thereon; and the said company shall 
be required to commence the construction of their said railroad 
within five years from the passage of this act, and shall finish 
ene fourth thereof within ten years from the time of commence- 
ment. 

6. The president and directors of said company, or a major- 
ity of them, shall be and are hereby authorized to make and 
execute bonds or certificates of indebtedness, under the seal of 
the said company, for such sum or sums,’ and payable at such 
time or times, as to the said president and directors may seem 
proper: Provided, that nothing herein contained shall be taken 
to authorize the said company to issue anything in the nature 
of a bank-note or other paper to be used for circulation as a 
currency. 

T. So much and such parts of the Code of Virginia, here- 


inafter recited, or of any other act or acts, as may be incon- 
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3 sistent with any of the provisions of this act, shall be held not 
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to apply to the company hereby incorporated, so far as the 
same may affect the charter granted by this act. 

8. The construction of that portion of said railroad which 
lies south of the line of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad shall 
be commenced simultaneously with that portion which lies north 
of said Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, and shall when comple- 
ted be simultaneously equipped for the transportation of freight 
and passengers. 

9. The Legislature reserves the right to alter or amend this 
act; but such alteration or amendment, shall not effect or im- 
pair the right of the creditors of the corporation to have the 
property and assets thereof applied in discharge of their res- 
pective claims, or of the stockholders to have the surplus which 
may remain after providing for the debts and liabilities of the 
corporation, distributed among themselves according to their 


respective interests.

SENATE BILL NO. 39. 


A BILL defining the terms on which Foreign Corporations may 


hold Real and Personal Estate, in this State. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia: 


1. Any corporation, duly chartered by the laws of any one 
of the United States, or territories thereof, for the purpose of 
mining for petroleum or rock oil; for coal oil; for coal, iron, 
or other minerals in said State or territory, may hold real and 
personal estate in this State, if their charters authorize them 
to do so, upon the same terms, in like quantity and on the 
game condition, imposed upon corporations created by the laws 
of this State. 

2. Before any foreign corporation, as aforesaid, shall com- 
mence operations in this State, it shall file in the office of the 
Secretary of State a copy of the agreement of incorporation 
so entered into by the said corporators, in such foreign State 
or territory, and the act under which it was so incorporated 
duly verified by the affidavit of the president or other principal 
officer of such corporation, which said copy shall be retained 
by the Secretary of State, and he shall issue to such corpo- 
ration the certificate required by the 9th section of an act, 
entitled ‘‘an act providing for the formation of corporations, 
and regulating the same,” passed October 26th, 1863, and from 
the time of the issuing of the said certificate, such foreign 


corporation shall be competent to hold real and personal estate

1 3. Every such foreign corporation shall by power of attorney, 
2 duly executed by the same, appoint some person residing in this 
3 State, its attorney, with authority to accept service of all law- 
4 ful processes and notices against such corporation in this 
5 State, and if he refuse so to accept such process or notice, 
6 service may be made on such attorney and such service shal] 
T be equivalent to service of his principal. 
1 4. Such power of attorney, shall be filed in the office of the 
2 Secretary of State, and if such attorney dies, or removes from 
8 this State, the said corporation shall appoint another attorney 
4 with like powers. 
1 5. Every such foreign corporation which shall, after the first
